sustenance nnd for the development of 
its-loaves, and flowers when occasion 
comes. All the vegetable essences and 
nclds, the scents nnd gums, (ho'Julces 
which yield'India riiouer, tliu'flavoring 
of fruits nnd even tho color 'of the 
flowers are similarly tho products of a 
constructive chemistry, which . bents 
man's best efforts to Imitate.
